DIRECTIONS FOR SOWING SEED 


Sow in July as soon as received. Prepare 
seedbed with screened, well fertilized soil. 
Soak several hours before sowing, then 
level it smoothly and tamp down lightly. 
Sow the seed thinly and evenly and then 
cover up with fine screened soil or peat- 
moss to a depth of one-fourth inch, per- 
fectly level and then tamp down solid. 
Afterwards sprinkle with a fine spray 
twice daily. Leave the plants in the seed- 
bed for two summers, then transplant if 
you wish.
